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Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  of  presenting  the  Annual  Report  on  the  Health 
Services  for  the  year  1964,  a year  of  planning  with  the  seeking  of  sites 
to  promote  clinic  services  in  three  areas  and  providing  a base  for  the 
rural  health  visitor  in  a modern  and  attractive  setting. 

There  is  a severe  shortage  of  Health  visitors  and  every  endeavour 
is  being  made  to  seek  candidates  for  bursarships  and  taking  other 
measures  to  try  and  ease  the  very  heavy  pressures  which  have  fallen 
on  existing  staff.  This  is  a matter  for  concern,  particularly  at  a time 
when  so  much  emphasis  is  being  placed  on  the  need  to  foster  Health 
Education.  A senior  nurse  has  secured  a place  to  study  for  the 
Diploma  Course  in  Health  Education,  and  in  the  meanwhile,  inevit- 
ably a period  of  marking  time.  During  the  year  327  talks  were  given 
on  varied  topics. 

As  the  Mental  Health  Act  develops,  two  sites  have  been  obtained, 
the  one  for  an  old  person’s  home  to  ease  the  geriatric  problem  at 
Rauceby  Hospital  and  the  other  to  replace  an  existing  training  centre 
for  the  mentally  sub-normal  children,  housed  in  a prefabricated  struc- 
ture, adequate  enough  in  the  past  but  now  outmoded.  A very  attrac- 
tive sketch  plan  has  been  prepared  which  will  be  a source  of  hope 
and  delight  to  the  children  and  their  parents. 

The  staffing  of  West  Field  House  Day  Training  Centre  and  Hostel 
for  the  mentally  sub-normal  adult  is  now  being  accomplished  and  the 
invaluable  experience  gained  at  Allan  House  of  the  needs  of  this 
group  will  do  much  to  promote  this  new  venture  in  community  care. 
The  Youth  Club  at  Allan  House  has  had  a most  successful  year  and  a 
similar  Club  is  emerging  at  the  Spalding  Training  Centre.  There  will 
be  problems  because  of  the  more  rural  area.  An  additional  Mental 
Welfare  Officer  was  appointed  following  a heavy  increase  in  the  de- 
ands  on  the  Mental  Health  Services,  good  integration  with  the  hospital 
services  having  been  achieved. 

The  nursing  staff  have  done  much  to  develop  Relaxation  and 
Mothercraft  classes  with  the  guidance  of  the  physiotherapist  and  the 
associated  instructor  recorded  2,440  attendances  ; the  need  for  instruc- 
tion is  indeed  a very  real  one  and  more  expectant  mothers  should 
attend.  The  two  Mother’s  Clubs  are  most  successful  ventures,  each 
with  a good  programme  of  activities. 
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The  services  provided  for  the  disabled  with  the  voluntary 
organisation  expand  and  there  are  now  635  names  on  the  register. 
A qualified  social  worker  has  been  appointed  to  work  with  the  team 
of  craft  teachers.  The  craft  teachers  are  now  doing  commendable 
work  in  the  old  persons'  homes.  Ingelow  Manor,  which  is  a purpose 
built  home  for  the  elderly,  was  opened  in  Boston  m November,  1964. 
At  the  end  of  the  year  the  accommodation  provided  by  the  Welfare 
Committee  was  305  beds. 

The  Women’s  Voluntary  Service  need  to  be  congratulated  on 
the  Meals  on  Wheels  Service.  The  number  of  meals  has  increased. 
There  are  nine  separate  schemes  and  the  total  number  of  meals  served 
was  17,950. 

The  Welfare  State  is  becoming  more  complex  year  after  year 
and  much  is  achieved  by  close  working  arrangements  between  the 
Health  Department,  Children’s  and  Welfare  Departments.  On  the 
medical  and  nursing  side  ideas  are  being  developed  to  aim  at  closer 
integration  with  the  general  medical  services. 

My  thanks  are  due  Mr.  Chairman,  to  members  of  the  Health 
Committee  for  very  helpful  co-operation.

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BIRTH  RATE. — The  birth  rate  rose  in  1964  to  16.5  per  1,000 
live  births  from  16.1  in  1963.  The  highest  rate  within  the  county 
was  again  Boston  Borough  at  18.7,  whilst  the  East  Elloe  Rural  Dis- 
trict was  the  lowest  with  a rate  of  14.2.  The  corresponding  rate  for 
England  and  Wales  for  1964  was  18.4.  Illegitimate  live  births  in- 
creased from  95  in  1963  to  126  in  1964  and  represents  7.3%  of  the 
total  live  births. 

DEATH  RATE., — The  county  rate  for  1964  at  11.3  compares  with 
11.2  for  the  previous  year.  The  East  Elloe  Rural  District  had  the 
highest  rate  at  12.8  and  Spalding  Rural  the  lowest  of  9.1.  The  cor- 
responding figure  for  England  and  Wales  was  11.3. 

INFANT  MORTALITY  RATES.— The  county  rate  of  19.7  per 
1,000  live  births  (deaths  under  one  year)  rose  from  19.0  in  1963, 
but  is  lower  than  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales  of  20.0.  The  infant 
mortality  rate  shows  a marked  increase  of  illegitimate  (47.6)  over 
legitimate  (17.5)  per  1,000  legitimate  or  illegitimate  live  births.  The 
Neo-natal  mortality  rate  (deaths  under  four  weeks)  rose  to  16.8  over 
the  1963  figure  of  12.5.  The  Early  Neo-natal  mortality  rate  (deaths 
under  one  week)  also  showed  a marked  increase  rising  from  10.7 
in  1963  to  15.6  in  1964.  The  Peri-natal  mortality  rate  (still-births 
and  deaths  under  one  week)  was  35.2  against  30.8  for  the  previous 
year.

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INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 


The  table  on  the  following  page  shows  the  incidence  of  notifiable 
infectious  diseases  for  the  year  ending  31st  December,  1964. 

Whooping  Cough.- — The  number  of  notified  cases  increased  from 
23  in  1963  to  154,  the  bulk  of  which  occurred  in  the  Rural  District  of 
Boston. 

Diphtheria. — It  is  gratifying  to  note  the  absence  of  diphtheria  for 
the  sixteenth  successive  year. 

Scarlet  Fever.— The  incidence  of  notification  has  increased  par- 
ticularly in  the  latter  months  of  the  year.  44  cases  were  notified 
against  35  in  1963. 

Dysentery. — This  disease  was  virtually  absent  during  the  year, 
only  fifteen  sporadic  cases  were  notified.  470  cases  were  notified  in 
1963. 

Poliomyelitis. — For  the  third  successive  year  no  confirmed  cases 
were  reported. 

Pneumonia. — Only  25  notified  cases  compared  with  52  for  1963. 
The  bulk  of  notifications  again  related  to  the  Boston  Urban  and  Rural 
Districts. 

Chicken  Pox. — 575  cases  were  notified,  a marked  increase  over 
the  figure  of  171  for  the  previous  year; 

Measles. — A total  of  579  cases  notified,  the  bulk  occurring  towards 
the  end  of  the  year  in  the  south  of  the  county.  1,289  cases  notified 
in  1963. 

Food  Poisoning. — There  were  again  no  serious  outbreaks  re- 
ported. Ihree  isolated  cases  notified,  the  lowest  for  many  years. 

Scabies. — Ihis  disease  seems  to  be  a little  more  prevalent,  15 
cases  notified  against  6 for  the  previous  year.  All  the  cases  related  to 
the  Boston  Urban  and  Rural  Districts.

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SECTION  22— CARE  OF  MOTHERS  AND  YOUNG 

CHILDREN 

Home  Visiting. — Home  visiting  of  children  under  school  age  is  an 
important  part  of  the  health  visitor’s  duties.  More  detailed  informa- 
tion is  given  in  the  health  visiting  section. 

Child  Welfare  Centres. — There  are  now  19  centres  in  the  County 
at  which  67  sessions  are  held  per  month. 

A Medical  Officer  normally  attends  at  the  more  important  centres 
but,  when  this  is  not  considered  necessary,  a doctor  only  attends  fort- 
nightly or  monthly. 

A statistical  table  is  given  on  page  20,  from  which  it  will  be  seen 
that  3,807  children  (of  whom  1,145  were  under  one  year  of  age) 
attended  during  the  year  and  made  a total  of  29,756  attendances. 
The  percentage  of  new  babies  attending  the  centres,  related  to  the  total 
live  births  for  1964  was  66%,  a decrease  of  1%  compared  with  1963. 

The  family  doctor  is  notified  when  it  is  considered  that  any  child 
should  be  referred  to  a hospital  clinic  for  consultant  opinion. 

At  most  of  the  centres  there  are  voluntary  workers  who  render 
valuable  service.

Ante-Natal  Clinics. — There  is  no  change  to  report. 

When  their  duties  permit,  the  Council’s  health  visitors  attend 
ante-natal  sessions  to  maintain  contact  with  this  work. 


Apart  from  the  facilities  provided  by  the  County  Council,  the 
Hospital  Management  Committee  has  arranged  weekly  sessions  at 
Boston  General  Hospital,  Spalding  Johnson  Hospital  and  Holbeach 
Clinic. 

The  number  of  women  who  attended  the  Local  Health  Authority’s 
clinics  and  shared  clinics  during  the  year  was  491  and  the  total  num- 
ber of  attendances  was  2,143. 

A total  umber  of  2,440  patient  attendances  were  made  at 
relaxation  and  mothercraft  classes. 

Post-Natal  Clinics.— No  special  clinics  are  held.  As  a rule  the 
post-natal  examination  is  done  by  the  general  practitioner  as  provided 
in  the  domiciliary  maternity  scheme. 
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Dental  Treatment. — Dental  Treatment  for  mothers  and  children 
under  five  was  continued  during  the  year.  Patients  are  referred  from 
the  ante-natal  and  child  welfare  clinics  and  in  the  case  of  children  a 
reminder  is  sent  on  the  third  birthday  in  the  form  of  a birthday  card. 

During  1964,  7 mothers  and  35  children  attended  for  inspection 
and  in  18  cases  treatment  was  found  to  be  necessary.

Maternity  Beds. — The  health  visitors  continued  to  investigate, 
at  the  request  of  the  hospital  authorities,  cases  recommended  for  ad- 
mission on  sociological  grounds. 

46  applications  were  received  and  21  patients  were  recommended 
for  admission. 

Of  the  total  births,  as  adjusted  by  inward  and  outward  transfers, 
71.3%  were  institutional. 

Ophthalmic  Treatment. — Children  of  pre-school  age  requiring 
treatment  are  normally  referred  to  the  out-patient  departments  of 
hospitals  but,  for  the  sake  of  convenience,  some  children  are  seen 
at  the  school  clinics  by  the  Consultant.  The  number  of  attendances 
made  in  this  field  during  the  year  was  341. 

Blood  Testing. — Arrangements  are  in  force  whereby  Medical 
Officers  at  ante-natal  clinics  collect  and  send  blood  specimens  for 
examination. 

Care  of  Premature  Infants. — Special  cots  and  equipment  are 
available,  if  required,  for  children  nursed  at  home  but,  when  special 
medical  and  nursing  care  are  indicated,  cases  are  transferred  to  hos- 
pitals. A premature  baby  incubator  is  maintained  at  Boston  General 
Hospital  and  is  immediately  available  for  an  emergency  admission.  A 
member  of  the  hospital  paediatric  staff  would  normally  travel  in  the 
ambulance.  The  number  of  premature  live  births  was  92  which  is 
5.2%  of  the  total  live  births  notified  ; of  the  total  number  (35)  of 
stillbirths  notified,  14  (or  40%)  were  premature.

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Care  of  Unmarried  Mothers  and  their  Children. — The  County 
Health  Department  works  in  close  association  with  the  Children's 
Department  and  the  Lincoln  Diocesan  Board  for  Social  Work.  The 
latter  is  a registered  association  for  dealing  with  adoption.  The 
County  Council  makes  an  annual  grant  to  the  Diocesan  Board,  on  a 
case-load  basis. 


During  the  year  17  patients  were  sent  to  the  Quarry  Home,  Lin- 
coln, or  to  similar  establishments.  The  cost  in  each  case  being  borne 
by  the  County  Council  less  contributions  obtained  from  unmarried 
mother,  putative  father  or  other  sources. 

Nurseries  and  Child  Minders  Regulation  Act,  1948. — Six  new 

registrations  were  approved  during  the  year  and  three  cancellations 
received.  At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  ten  child  minders  on  the 
register  with  fifty-eight  approved  places,  increased  from  four  and 
twenty-three  respectively  in  1963.  34  of  the  58  places  are  taken  up 

by  3 pre-school  play  groups. 

Women’s  Advisory  Clinic. — The  County  Council  allow  the  use 
of  the  Ferry  House  Clinic,  Boston,  on  one  evening  each  week  to  a 
branch  of  the  Family  Planning  Association  at  a nominal  rent,  and  also 
the  use  of  Spalding  Clinic. 

At  Risk  Register. — Each  Health  Visitor  continues  to  keep  an 
‘ ‘ At  Risk  ' ’ register  showing  the  history  and  development  of  children 
on  her  district  requiring  special  supervision  by  reason  of  any  develop- 
mental abnormality.  Those  registered  include  such  groups  as  prema- 
ture infants,  haemolytic  disease  of  the  newborn,  congenital  abnormali- 
ties, difficult  births,  virus  infection  in  the  mother,  and  children  with 
impaired  hearing,  etc.  At  31st  December  a total  of  453  children  were 
registered. 

In  association  with  the  Health  Visitors'  “ At  Risk  " registers,  a 
central  register  is  maintained  of  infants  suffering  from  severe  congenital 
abnormalities  including  stillbirths  and  infant  deaths.  Since  January 
1964  a monthly  return  of  congenital  abnormalities  has  been  forwarded 
to  the  Registrar  General.  The  number  of  cases  returned  during  the 
year  under  review  is  44.

SECTION  23— MIDWIFERY  SERVICE. 


GENERAL  ARRANGEMENTS.— The  County  Council  provide 
a domiciliary  midwifery  service  by  employing  whole-time  District 
Midwives  and  District  Nurse /Midwives.  The  day  to  day  management 
of  the  service  devolves  upon  the  Chief  Nursing  Officer,  her  Deputy 
and  Assistant.  On  the  31st  December  1964,  5 District  Midwives  and 
16  District  Nurse /Midwives  were  employed,  a full  establishment. 

ANALGESIA. — All  the  domiciliary  midwifery  staff  are  qualified 
to  administer  inhalational  analgesia. 


Twenty  sets  of  apparatus  for  the  administration  of  gas  and  air 
and  twelve  sets  for  the  administration  of  trilene  were  provided  by  the 
County  Council. 

Analgesia  was  administered  in  437  cases  (gas  and  air  148,  trilene 
289).  The  percentage  of  domiciliary  confinements  receiving  inhala- 
tional analgesia  was  80%. 


Pethilorfan  was  also  much  used  either  alone  or  in  conjunction 
with  inhalational  analgesia.  It  was  administered  in  338  cases.  There 
is  strict  control  in  the  use  of  dangerous  drugs  by  midwives. 

STERILISED  Mx\TERNITY  OUTFITS. — Maternity  outfits  are 
available  free  of  charge  for  all  women  confined  at  home.  456  outfits 
were  issued  during  the  year.

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SECTION  24— HEALTH  VISITING 


STAFF. — As  previously  stated,  it  is  the  policy  of  the  County 
Council  to  employ  health  visitors  on  combined  duties.  Qualified 
health  visitors  are  stationed  in  convenient  centres  throughout  the 
County  and  on  the  31st  December,  1964  the  staff  was  as  follows  : — 

1 Senior  Health  Visitor  for  Health  Education. 

12  Health  Visitors,  carrying  out  school  nursing  and  other  duties. 

1 Health  Visitor  for  Mental  Health. 

4 Nurses  on  clinic  duties. 

At  the  time  of  going  to  press,  resignations  and  retirements  had 
taken  their  toll  and  reduced  the  staff  of  Health  Visitors  on  school 
nursing  and  other  duties  from  13  to  8. 

Supervisory  work  is  undertaken  by  the  Chief  Nursing  Officer 
and  there  are  regular  monthly  meetings  when  matters  of  general 
interest  are  explained  and  discussed.

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Of  the  cases  attended  882  were  sixty-five  and  over,  and  visits  to 
these  cases  number  31,871.  This  again  shows  the  importance  of  domi- 
ciliary nursing  in  relation  to  the  care  of  the  aged  and  chronic  sick.  It 
represents  over  59%  of  the  total  cases  attended. 

INCONTINENCE  PADS. — In  accordance  with  Circular  14/63 
of  the  Ministry  of  Health,  incontinence  pads  have  been  supplied  to 
all  persons  in  need  without  restriction.  Approximately  eight  thousand 
pads  are  issued  in  a calendar  year  and  with  occasional  exceptions,  all 
patients  are  in  receipt  of  home  nursing  care.  Occasional  issues  are 
made  to  patients  not  receiving  home  nursing  care  at  a cost  of  45s.  Od. 
per  hundred.  No  charge  is  made  to  patients  in  receipt  of  National 
Assistance  allowance  and  the  County  Medical  Officer  has  discretionary 
powers  to  waive  the  charges.  No  difficulties  have  been  experienced 
in  this  county  with  regard  to  disposal  which  is  normally  carried  out 
by  domestic  burning.  In  isolated  occasions  where  domestic  burning 
is  not  practicable,  soiled  pads  are  collected  into  plastic  bags  and  des- 
troyed in  a hospital  incinerator.

MIDWIFERY  AND  HOME  NURSING  SERVICES 

The  Chief  Nursing  Officer  submits  the  following  report  : — 

STAFF. — At  the  31st  December,  1964,  there  was  a total  of  three 
vacancies  : — 

One  Assistant  County  Nursing  Superintendent. 

Two  Health  Visitors. 

The  Senior  Health  Visitor  for  Health  Education  was  promoted 
to  Assistant  County  Nursing  Superintendent  and  the  vacancies  at  the 
time  of  going  to  press  were  five  health  visitors  and  one  senior  health 
visitor  for  health  education.  At  the  31st  December,  1964  the  total 
whole  time  nursing  staff  was  50  including  Administrative  Nursing 
Staff. 

TRAINING  FOR  THE  CERTIFICATE  IN  DISTRICT 
NURSING. — The  third  course  of  training,  organised  in  co-operation 
with  Kesteven  County  Council  was  held  at  Fydell  House,  Boston 
commencing  in  January,  1965.  Fourteen  candidates  attended  the 
course,  ten  from  Holland  and  four  from  Kesteven.  Successful  candi- 
dates received  the  National  Certificate  and  the  Certificate  of  the 
Queen’s  Institute  of  District  Nursing  presented  by  Miss  N.  M.  Dixon, 
Deputy  General  Superintendent. 

POST  GRADUATE  COURSES. — Two  Health  Visitors,  five  Dis- 
trict Nurse /Midwives,  one  District  Nurse  and  the  Deputy  County 
Nursing  Officer  completed  post  graduate  courses  during  the  year. 
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HOME  NURSING  SERVICE. — This  service  has  continued  to 
work  effectively.  There  is  good  liaison  with  the  County  Welfare 
Department  in  the  care  of  the  physically  handicapped  and  the  pro- 
vision of  occupational  therapy  and  in  the  provision  of  medical  aids 
and  every  effort  is  made  to  assist  in  rehabilitation.

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DIPHTHERIA  IMMUNISATION. — The  arrangements  are  un- 
changed. There  has  not  been  a notified  case  of  diphtheria  in  the 
County  since  1948  and  this  fact  makes  it  difficult  to  persuade  some 
parents  to  accept  immunisation. 

At  the  commencement  of  school  life  primary  or  reinforcing  injec- 
tions are  given  by  the  school  medical  staff,  and  special  sessions  are 
arranged  if  necessary.  The  table  on  the  preceding  page  shows  the 
overall  immunisation  picture  since  1951. 


With  few  exceptions,  immunisations  against  diphtheria  are  now 
carried  out  with  combined  prophylactics.

When  considering  the  figure  of  42.5%  for  children  born  in  1964 
who  have  been  immunised  by  the  end  of  the  year,  it  must  be  noted 
that  only  about  one  third  of  the  children  born  in  1964  could  complete 
the  protective  treatment  by  December  31st. 
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The  percentage  of  children  immunised  under  one  year  (1,290) 
of  total  live  births  (1,728)  for  1964  was  74.6%. 

The  percentage  of  children  under  five  years  of  age  who  have 
been  immunised  was  45.2%  and  in  the  five  to  fourteen  age  group 
90.2%. 

WHOOPING  COUGH  VACCINATION.— Vaccination  against 
whooping  cough  has  been  in  operation  since  1952  and  the  number  of 
children  immunised  during  the  year  is  1,440 — all  with  combined 
prophylactics.

B.C.G.  VACCINATION  (Section  28,  National  Health  Service 
Act) . — The  scheme  for  vaccination  against  tuberculosis  was  continued 
during  the  year  in  accordance  with  Ministry  of  Health  policy. 

1,131  children  received  the  initial  skin  test,  of  whom  992  had  a 
negative  reaction  and  970  were  vaccinated.  121  children  showed  a 
positive  reaction  to  the  test,  10.6%  of  the  total. 


Immunisation  against  letanus. 

A steadily  increasing  demand  is  being  made  for  single  prophy- 
lactic in  the  older  age  groups,  whilst  with  the  advent  of  the  triple 
vaccine,  immunisation  against  tetanus  in  the  under  fives  is  producing 
a satisfactory  level  of  immunity  at  an  earlier  age.  The  following  table

POLIOMYELITIS  VACCINATION 


The  number  of  persons  in  the  priority  groups  (6  months  to  40 
years)  who  had  been  vaccinated  against  poliomyelitis  at  the  31st 
December,  1964  was  46,818.  Of  these  40.066  have  had  booster  in- 
jections or  doses.  13,240  children  between  the  ages  of  five  and  twelve 
years,  had  received  fourth  reinforcing  doses. 

Of  the  babies  born  in  1964,  12.7%  had  been  vaccinated  against 
poliomyelitis  at  31st  December,  but  by  the  31st  March,  1965  this 
figure  had  risen  to  29.8%.  Comparable  figures  for  31st  December 
1963  and  31st  March,  1964  of  babies  born  in  1963  were  9.8%  and 
25.1%.

It  will  be  noticed  that  the  number  of  patients  carried  and  mileage 
completed  are  still  increasing  viz.  3,545  patients  and  17,728  miles  on 
the  figures  for  1963.  During  the  year  an  additional  driver-attendant 
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was  appointed  at  the  Holbeach  Ambulance  Station,  but  as  everything 
points  to  a continued  increase  in  the  requests  made  on  the  service,  it 
is  likely  that  further  appointments  will  be  necessary  in  the  foreseeable 
future. 

One  additional  14-seat  utility  ambulance  was  allocated  to  the 
Holbeach  Station,  a 1951  Sheerline  Ambulance  at  the  Spalding  Station 
was  replaced  by  the  latest  plastic  bodied  ambulance  to  full  Ministry 
of  Transport  Public  Service  Vehicle  specification,  provided  with  a well 
type  centre  gangway,  “ Selectaride  " variable  rate  shock  absorbers, 
alternator  electrical  equipment  etc.,  and  a 1950  7-seat  Austin  Hire 
Car  at  the  Holbeach  Station  was  replaced  by  a PSV  14-seat  Minibus. 
The  Austin  Hire  Car  in  its  14  years'  service  had  covered  over  650,000 
miles  on  the  original  engine. 

The  summary  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  Cost  Statement  for  the 
year  ended  31st  March,  1964  shows  that  whilst  the  637  patients  per 
1,000  population  carried  by  this  County's  service  is  the  fourth  highest 
in  the  forty-six  Rural  Counties,  there  are  thirty-four  authorities  with 
higher  costs  per  1,000,  and  the  cost  per  person  in  this  County  is  the 
fourth  lowest  in  the  group.  Only  one  other  Rural  authority  has  a 
lower  cost  per  vehicle  mile.  The  average  of  7.5  miles  per  patient 
carried  is  the  fourth  lowest  in  the  group  and  compares  with  a group 
average  of  9.3. 

Twenty-one  volunteers  have  assisted  the  service  during  the  year 
which  is  nine  less  than  1963.  Eight  of  this  number  man  the  Crow- 
land  voluntary  ambulance,  which  has  continued  to  operate  to  my 
complete  satisfaction.  As  the  number  decreases  my  appreciation  in- 
creases for  these  volunteers  who  continue  to  assist  the  service  without 
thought  of  personal  gain. 

PREVENTION  OF  ILLNESS,  CARE  AND  AFTER-CARE 

(SECTION  28) 

The  Holland  Care  Committee  has  been  established  30  years,  and 
in  1963  was  entered  in  the  register  of  Charities  in  England  and  Wales 
under  the  Charities  Act,  1960. 

1964  has  been  a year  of  steady  progress  in  the  many  spheres  of 
activities,  an  increasing  number  of  reports  being  received  from  mem- 
bers of  the  Public  Health  Nursing  Staff,  many  visits  have  followed. 

The  Committee  does  appreciate  the  deep  sense  of  trust  shown  by 
the  Administrators  of  the  Marie-Curie  Memorial  Foundation,  funds 
being  made  available  to  help  patients  in  the  County  in  the  nursing 
stages  of  illness,  it  is  known  that  patients  are  most  appreciative  of  this 
type  of  supporting  care  and  interest.  Every  effort  is  made  to  foster 
a very  close  working  partnership  with  those  who  exercise  professional 
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judgment  and  skill  in  the  care  of  the  sick  nursed  at  home.  Many  of 
the  patients  have  needed  hospital  treatment  and  guidance  is  received 
from  the  Medical-Social  workers  of  the  hospital  service. 

The  basic  concept  of  the  work  of  the  Committee  is  the  prevention 
of  tuberculosis  in  family  contacts  and  the  alleviation  of  illness  when 
infection  occurs.  The  Health  Visitor  for  Tuberculosis  reports  that  the 
B.C.G.  vaccination  scheme  for  the  contacts  runs  smoothly  and  is  un- 
dertaken by  the  Chest  Physician.  More  generally  the  B.C.G.  scheme 
is  administered  on  behalf  of  school  children  who  have  reached  the 
age  of  thirteen,  perhaps  twelve  for  convenience.  The  parental 
acceptance  rate  for  these  children  is  a little  over  70%,  the  vaccinations 
are  carried  out  in  the  senior  schools  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  the 
acceptance  rate  will  further  increase.  There  is  a risk  in  the  outside 
world  to  the  unprotected  adolescent,  meeting  an  infecting  dose  of 
tubercle  bacilli  for  the  first  time,  insidious  and  unsuspecting. 

There  were  sixteen  new  notifications  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  in 
1964,  compared  with  thirty- nine  in  1954  in  the  County,  and  in  record- 
ing these  figures  there  is  no  ground  for  complacency.  The  fall  in  the 
number  of  new  notifications  over  the  years  did  promote  a wider  scope 
of  the  work  of  the  Care  Committee,  and  included  the  administration 
of  the  Nursing  and  Lying-in  Fund  for  expectant  and  nursing  mothers 
and  children. 

The  Child  Care  Officers  bring  their  problems  relating  to  the  care 
of  deprived  children  and  matters  of  other  families  passing  through 
times  of  distress  with  sickness.  Social  problems  need  and  receive  inte- 
grated effort  and  it  is  always  the  desire  of  the  Committee  to  work  in 
close  harmony  with  official  and  other  voluntary  organisations. 

The  following  assistance  has  been  given  during  the  year  : — 
TUBERCULOSIS  SCHEME. 

Milk. — Grants  of  1 to  2 pints  of  milk  daily  have  been  given  in 
35  cases.  Milk  so  supplied  has  averaged  144  gallons  monthly. 

Foods. — Proprietary  foods  and  groceries  have  been  supplied  in  3 
cases. 

GENERAL  AFTER-CARE. 

Milk. — Allowances  of  1 to  2 pints  daily  to  40  cases.  (Approxi- 
mately 110  gallons  per  month). 

Convalescent  care  provided  for  one  adult  at  Hunstanton  Con- 
valescent Home,  three  children  and  one  mentally  snbnormal  youth 
at  the  Y.M.C.A.  Camp,  Skegness. 

Grocery  allowances  were  made  in  10  cases. 

Fares  and  provision  of  transport  in  9 cases. 

Footwear  and/or  clothing  provided  in  13  cases. 
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Bedding  provided  in  3 cases. 

Other  help — 12  cases. 

MARIE-CURIE  FUND. — During  the  period  1.4.64  to  31.3.65, 
the  number  of  home  patients  who  were  assisted  was  73. 

NURSING  AND  LYING-IN  FUND.— 6 cases. 

MEDICAL  LOAN  DEPOTS. — During  the  year  the  County 
Council  continued  the  arrangements  for  the  loan  of  nursing  equip- 
ment and  appliances  on  the  recommendations  of  the  family  doctor  or 
the  district  nurse. 

The  following  depots  function  : — 

BOSTON. — County  Hall.  This  is  intended  to  operate  when  de- 
mands cannot  be  met  by  the  voluntary  associations.  Applications  are 
dealt  with  during  office  hours. 

BOSTON. — Red  Cross  Depot,  Rosegarth  Street,  Boston.  This 
depot,  which  is  administered  by  the  local  branch  of  the  British  Red 
Cross  Society,  is  open  each  evening  from  6.30  p.m.  to  8 p.m. 

HOLBEACH. — Depot  at  17  Fleet  Street.  Administered  by 
Holbeach  Division  of  St.  John  Ambulance  Brigade. 

SPALDING. — Depot  maintained  by  the  St.  John  Ambulance 
Brigade.  The  area  covered  includes  the  Spalding  Urban  and  Rural 
Districts. 

SUTTON  BRIDGE. — 80  Bridge  Road.  This  depot  is  managed 
by  the  St.  John  Ambulance  Brigade. 

CROWLAND. — British  Legion  Depot.  This  depot  is  adminis- 
tered by  the  members  of  the  local  branch.  No  charge  is  made  for  any 
article  loaned. 

The  articles  in  most  demand  are  bed-pans,  air-rings,  mackintosh 
sheets,  back  rests,  urinals,  bed  tables,  crutches,  hot-water  bottles,  bed 
cradles  and  invalid  chairs. 

The  depots  may  send  in  requisitions  as  and  when  necessary  to  the 
County  Council  for  additional  stock  or  renewals,  except  in  the  case 
of  the  Boston  Red  Cross,  where  the  rent  of  the  premises  is  paid  by 
the  County  Council.

TUBERCULOSIS 


NOTIFICATION. — In  1964  sixteen  cases  of  pulmonary  tuber- 
culosis and  three  of  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis  were  notified. 

DEATH  RATE. — The  number  of  deaths  from  pulmonary  tuber- 
culosis was  four  compared  with  two  in  1963.  There  was  one  death 
from  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis  compared  with  two  for  the  pre- 
vious year.  The  death  rate  for  all  forms  of  tuberculosis  was  0.05 
per  thousand  of  the  population.  The  rate  for  England  and  Wales 
was  0.053. 

REPORT  OF  CHEST  PHYSICIAN.— Dr.  A.  M.  Forrest  has 
kindly  furnished  the  following  information  : — 

The  situation  as  regards  Tuberculosis  in  the  County  remains  satis- 
factory. Both  mortality  and  morbidity  rates  are  much  below  the 
national  average,  and  only  occasional  new  cases  are  now  occurring. 

As  regards  Bronchogenic  carcinoma  the  number  of  new  cases  con- 
tinues to  rise. 

Although  a rural  area,  there  is  an  appreciable  incidence  of  Chronic 
Bronchitis  in  this  County. 


The  following  table  shows  since  1954  the  new  cases  of  tuberculosis  notified  each  year  in  the 
administrative  County  together  with  the  case-rate  per  1,000  of  the  population.

HEALTH  EDUCATION 


The  Health  Education  programme  has  continued  along  the  lines 
of  the  last  two  years  and  has  once  more  expanded.  In  addition  to  the 
Mothers'  Club  at  Spalding,  a second  one  started  at  Long  Sutton  in 
November,  1964.  The  Spalding  Club  visited  Skegness  Mothers’ 
Club  in  March  for  a competition  on  “ Family  Matters  " and  “ Home 
Safety  " between  the  two  clubs.  Spalding  won  both  sections  of  the 
competition  and  retained  the  cup  for  another  year. 

Schools  have  requested  talks  on  a variety  of  subjects,  mainly 
Personal  Hygiene.  These  have  been  given  by  the  Health  Visitors 
when  visiting  the  school  during  their  normal  duties.  A special  effort 
was  made  in  the  Autumn  and  Spring,  to  talk,  show  films,  and  advise 
on  the  care  of  teeth.  Most  of  the  Junior  and  Infant  schools  in  Holland 
were  visited,  and  some  of  the  Senior  Schools. 

Two  Senior  Schools  now  have  weekly  Child  Development  and 
Care  lessons,  given  to  3rd  year  girls,  and  a third  senior  school  has  had 
two  short  courses  on  “ Personal  Relationships  These  have  all  been 
well  received. 

Resusci-Anne  has  continued  to  be  a popular  figure,  and  again, 
many  Youth  Clubs  and  Women’s  Institutes,  as  well  as  schools  have 
been  visited.  Several  Old  People’s  Clubs  have  requested  talks  and 
films  on  Home  Safety. 

The  Mothercraft  Classes  for  expectant  mothers  have  continued 
to  be  popular.  The  film,  “To  Janet,  a Son  ’’  has  been  shown  in  the 
evenings  at  Boston  and  Spalding,  each  three  months,  for  the  benefit 
of  husbands  of  the  expectant  mothers.  This  is  very  well  attended, 
and  much  appreciated,  especially  when  there  is  to  be  a home  con- 
finement. 

The  Health  Visitors  have  continued  to  give  talks  on  various 
health  matters,  to  voluntary  organisations  as  requested. 

During  May,  1965,  a “ Learn-to-Swim  ’’  campaign  was  launched 
to  correspond  with  a Swimming  week  in  Schools.  A poster  compe- 
tition was  organised  by  Dr.  D.  McKnight.  This  proved  very  popular 
and  some  excellent  posters  were  produced  in  the  three  classes — Infant, 
Junior  and  Senior.  Prizes  of  book  tokens  were  presented  to  the  win- 
ners at  the  end  of  the  “ Swimming  Week  Activities  ”. 

In  the  Infant  Welfare  Clinics,  poster  displays  have  been  changed 
monthly,  and  various  other  displays  and  models  on  special  subjects 
have  been  on  show — the  two  most  popular  being  “ Garden  Safety  ” 
and  “ Water  Safety  ”. 

During  the  year  a total  of  327  health  education  talks  were  given, 
174  by  the  Senior  Health  Visitors  for  Health  Education,  and  153  by 
other  members  of  the  Health  Visiting  staff. 
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Venereal  Disease. 

Posters  giving  the  addresses  and  times  of  V.D.  clinics  have  been 
displayed  through  the  District  Health  Departments  in  public  con- 
veniences in  the  county  area.  With  the  co-operation  of  British  Rail- 
ways these  posters  have  also  been  displayed  at  stations.  In  accord- 
ance with  a suggestion  from  the  Ministry  of  Health  in  January,  1965, 
the  Head  Postmaster,  Boston,  co-operated  in  the  distribution  of  details 
of  local  V.D.  clinics  to  some  50  sub-post  offices  in  the  area. 

Smoking  and  Cancer  of  the  Lung. 

Leaflets  are  made  available  to  school  children  at  the  time  of  the 
school  medical  inspection  at  the  senior  schools.  At  clinics  full  use 
is  made  of  literature  and  posters  to  remind  parents  to  discourage  the 
young  from  starting  to  smoke. 

CHIROPODY  SERVICE— SECTION  28. 


I am  indebted  to  Mr.  N.  H.  Hughes,  liaison  officer,  for  the  fol- 
lowing report  and  statistics  showing  the  established  pattern  of  the  ser- 
vices provided. 

The  direct  service  established  in  1960  is  making  very  satisfactory 
progress  in  all  directions.  The  number  of  operators  has  increased  to 
nine  operating  at  six  clinics  and  five  surgeries.  The  demand  for  this 
service  continued  to  rise,  and  whilst  not  pretending  to  provide  a ser- 
vice for  all  old  people,  has  met  the  needs  of  referrals  by  general  prac- 
titioners on  medical  grounds. 

BOSTON. — The  demand  increased  during  the  year  and  a sub- 
stantial waiting  list  existed  at  the  end  of  December.  The  average  age 
of  patients  attending  rose  to  74.1  years. 

DONINGTON. — This  clinic  has  continued  to  run  smoothly  and 
is  able  to  cope  with  the  present  demand. 

HOLBEACH. — Demand  has  necessitated  increasing  the  monthly 
sessions  to  six,  but  a small  waiting  list  remains. 

SUTTON  BRIDGE. — Sessions  are  now  held  on  a weekly  basis 
and  the  waiting  list  has  been  reduced. 

SPALDING. — The  average  age  of  patients  attending  this  clinic 
is  now  78  years,  and  this  is  reflected  in  the  higher  percentage  requiring 
transport. 

WRANGLE. — Towards  the  close  of  the  year  the  number  of 
monthly  sessions  was  increased  from  one  to  two,  but  even  this  is  not 
expected  to  keep  pace  with  the  growing  demand.  It  is  hoped  that 
additional  sessions  will  be  able  to  be  arranged  in  the  future. 

DOMICILIARY. — The  average  age  of  patients  receiving  domi- 
ciliary care  has  risen  from  82  to  87  years,  indicating  that  this  service 
is  restricted  to  those  in  absolute  need. 
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SURGERIES. — This  section  of  the  service  has  continued  very 
satisfactorily  and  the  policy  of  using  as  many  clinic  centres  as  possible 
reduces  the  need  for  transport. 

CONCLUSIONS  AND  THE  FUTURE. — The  chiropody  service 
is  now  serving  all  areas  equally  and  continues  to  play  an  integral  part 
within  the  personal  health  services.  Many  patients  now  remain  ambu- 
lant until  later  in  life  and  thus  helps  to  reduce  the  demand  for  geriatric 
beds.  The  demand  for  the  service  will  increase  year  by  year  and 
the  present  policy  is  designed  to  meet  the  greatest  need  during  this 
period  of  acute  shortage  of  State  Registered  Chiropodists.

The  full-time  helpers  continue  to  form  the  nucleus  of  the  service 
and  deal  mainly  with  maternity  cases  and  problem  families.  Regular 
part-time  workers  form  the  main  body  of  helpers  and  attend  the  bulk 
of  aged  and  infirm  and  chronic  sick  cases.  The  part-time  worker 
averages  between  30  and  40  hours  each  week,  and  may  attend  up  to 
eight  cases  each  week,  thus  being  of  the  greatest  value  in  the  main- 
tenance and  development  of  the  service.  The  casual  Home  Helps — 
women  who  are  prepared  to  work  as  and  when  required — are  often 
specially  appointed  to  attend  cases  in  the  more  remote  rural  areas 
and  consequently  contribute  considerably  to  the  economy  of  the  ser- 
vice. During  the  year  County  transport  was  called  upon  to  render 
assistance  in  10  cases,  all  of  which  were  in  isolated  districts  and  trans- 
porting an  existing  home  help  was  the  only  practical  solution. 

The  hourly  wage  rate  of  Home  Helps  is  now  4/3§d.  per  hour 
for  Urban  district  cases  and  4/2§d.  for  Rural  district  cases.  This 
satisfactory  rate  of  pay  is  reflected  in  a very  small  turnover  of  staff  and 
leads  to  a more  efficient  service.  New  home  helps  are  only  enrolled 
after  careful  screening,  and  are  closely  supervised  during  their  first 
few  weeks  of  work. 

A successful  In-Service  Training  Course  for  Home  Helps  was 
organised  in  the  Autumn  to  which  10  Home  Helps  attended.  The 
course  was  held  on  six  consecutive  Wednesdays.  The  aim  was  to  give 
the  Home  Helps  a greater  insight  and  understanding  into  the  problems 
which  they  encounter  in  the  performance  of  their  duties.  Talks  were 
given  on  all  aspects  of  community  care,  for  the  baby,  young  child, 
the  elderly,  the  problem  family  and  the  mentally  ill.  Speakers  were 
drawn  mainly  from  members  of  staff.  All  the  candidates  successfully 
completed  the  course  and  were  presented  with  certificates  by  the 
Chairman  of  the  Health  Committee.  It  is  hoped  that  another  similar 
course  will  be  arranged  in  the  autumn  of  1965. 
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Home  Helps  attending  homes  of  tuberculosis  cases  and  certain 
other  infectious  diseases  do  so  voluntarily  and  receive  an  additional 
payment  of  2d.  per  hour.  Home  Helps  in  this  category  undergo 
an  X-ray  examination  of  the  chest  at  the  commencement  of  the  case 
and  are  re-examined  at  periods  if  attending  a long  term  case.  A plus 
payment  of  6d.  per  hour  is  paid  to  home  helps  for  an  initial  clean-up 
of  neglected  or  filthy  cases  and  3d.  per  hour  is  paid  for  continued 
cleaning  and  care  of  households  well  below  normal  standards  of  clean- 
liness. Where  necessary  arrangements  are  made  for  two  home  helps 
to  attend  at  the  same  time  at  a household  where  very  dirty  conditions 
prevail. 

ASSESSMENT  SCALE. — The  maximum  charge  was  increased 
from  4/6d.  to  5/-  per  hour  from  1st  July,  1965.  The  minimum  of 
1/-  per  hour  remains  unchanged.  Applicants  may  opt  to  complete 
a statement  of  income  when  the  contribution  is  assessed  in  accordance 
with  the  Council’s  scale  of  charges.  Occasional  applications  involv- 
ing extenuating  circumstances  make  the  normal  scale  of  charges  im- 
practicable, and  the  County  Medical  Officer  exercises  his  authority  to 
determine  the  contribution  payable.  The  County  Medical  Officer  may 
also  use  his  discretionary  powers  to  reduce  a maximum  assessment  to 
2/6d.  per  hour  for  all  attendance  in  excess  of  30  hours  in  any  one 
week. 

CASES  DEALT  WITH. — 221  new  cases  were  dealt  with  during 
1964  and  of  these  35,  or  15%  were  assessed  at  the  maximum  charge, 
a decrease  from  20%  in  1964.  The  bulk  of  these  cases  was  for  home 
confinement,  where  help  is  normally  provided  full-time  for  a period 
of  10  to  12  days.  The  greater  proportion  of  the  remainder  of  cases 
are  infirm  or  chronic  sick  pensioners,  the  majority  of  whose  contribu- 
tion is  Is.  Od.  per  hour. 

During  the  year  the  service  was  provided  free  of  charge  in  13 
cases,  most  of  which  were  severe  problem  families  where  help  was 
provided  in  an  emergency.  Eight  of  these  cases  were  still  receiving 
limited  help  at  the  end  of  the  year.

The  Home  Help  Service  continues  to  play  an  integral  part  of 
the  National  Health  Service  and  provides  relief  from  anxiety  for  many 
people  unable  to  care  for  themselves.  On  the  more  practical  side 
there  is  a not  inconsiderable  saving  of  beds  in  hospitals  and  old 
people’s  homes. 

MENTAL  HEALTH  SERVICES 


“ West  Field  House  ”,  Day  Training  Centre  and  Hostel  for  men- 
tally subnormal  adults  above  the  age  of  16  years  is  rapidly  nearing 
completion  and  it  is  expected  that  occupation  will  take  place  during 
the  early  autumn  of  1965.  Furniture  and  equipment  for  the  hostel 
and  workshops  are  now  beginning  to  arrive  and  by  the  time  that  this 
report  is  published  it  is  estimated  that  the  majority  of  items  will  be  in 
position. 

The  temporary  workshop  at  Allan  House  Training  Centre  has 
continued  to  make  satisfactory  progress.  Articles  manufactured  in  the 
workshop  were  displayed  at  County  Hall  during  December,  this  pro- 
duced a considerable  increase  in  sales  and  also  helped  to  publicise  the 
work  of  the  workshop.  Pre-packed  firewood  is  as  usual  in  great 
demand,  much  being  sold  in  bulk  to  local  shops.  Plywood  bases  for 
use  in  basket  making  are  manufactured  and  sold  to  the  Welfare  De- 
partment for  use  by  the  physically  handicapped.  Window  boxes, 
bird  boxes,  plant  pot  holders  and  garden  frames  have  been  constructed 
for  the  Rural  Studies  Section  of  the  Education  Department.  Many 
of  the  tables  for  use  in  the  workshops  at  West  Field  House  are  being 
made  by  the  trainees  in  the  woodwork  section.  The  range  of  products 
in  the  metalwork  section  now  includes  wrought  iron  paper  racks  which 
have  proved  very  popular.  Chain  link  fencing  has  been  supplied  to 
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the  Surveyor’s  Department.  Wall  ties  for  use  in  the  building  trade 
have  been  supplied  to  several  local  builders.  Wrought  iron  plant  pot 
holders  are  still  very  much  in  demand  and  all  wrought  iron  work  con- 
tinued to  be  oxy-acetylene  welded.  The  income  from  sales  for  the 
twelve  months  ended  31st  December,  1964  was  £383  14s.  lid.,  a con- 
siderable increase  over  the  previous  year. 

The  adult  girls  at  Allan  House  Training  Centre  are  now  under- 
taking the  whole  of  the  laundry  at  Allan  House,  including  the  boys’ 
overalls  from  the  workshop.  The  girls  are  given  regular  instruction 
in  domestic  science  and  also  undertake  various  forms  of  hand-work. 
Regular  shopping  trips  are  made  when  the  trainees  handle  the  cash 
transactions  themselves  under  staff  supervision. 

The  junior  section  of  the  Allan  House  Training  Centre  continues 
to  function  soundly.  A number  of  children  under  the  age  of  five 
years  being  admitted  who  have  settled  down  very  well,  and  who 
appear  to  be  benefiting  from  the  training  they  receive. 

The  senior  boys  of  Spalding  Training  Centre  have  now  been 
supplied  with  facilities  for  stick  chopping  and  bundling  and  are  now 
producing  bundles  of  firewood  for  sale.  Waste  timber  for  this  pro- 
ject has  very  kindly  been  provided  free  of  charge  by  local  business 
firms.  The  senior  girls  of  the  centre  continue  to  cope  with  all  the 
laundry  and  have  a very  varied  programme  of  domestic  science. 

The  juniors  of  the  centre  continue  to  benefit  from  the  training 
they  receive  and  new  ideas  are  always  being  put  into  practice.  It  is 
anticipated  that  a start  will  be  made  in  1965  on  a purpose-built  replace- 
ment Junior  Training  Centre  in  Spalding. 

The  Social  Club  for  mentally  subnormal  adults  in  Boston  has 
now  been  in  existence  for  its  first  year.  This  club  with  its  fortnightly 
meetings  is  well  patronised  by  its  members  and  is  certainly  a great 
success.  It  has  now  been  decided  to  hold  weekly  meetings.  The 
annual  outing  this  year  was  a British  Railways  tour  of  London,  the 
weather  was  good  and  the  trip  was  much  enjoyed  by  all. 

A similar  club  is  being  started  at  Spalding,  though  difficulty  is 
found  in  transporting  members  from  the  more  outlying  rural  areas. 

An  additional  male  Mental  Welfare  Officer  was  appointed  in  Octo- 
ber 1964,  bringing  the  total  whole-time  staff  to  three.  This  appoint- 
ment has  helped  to  spread  the  case  load  which  continues  to  increase, 
especially  with  regard  to  the  mentally  ill  cases.

Sampling  duties  under  this  Act  are  carried  out  by  Mr.  R.  Fidling, 
the  County  Health  Inspector. 

During  the  year  310  samples  were  submitted  to  the  analyst  and 
an  additional  89  milk  samples  were  examined  by  means  of  our  own 
equipment. 

The  Analyst  reported  6.1%  of  samples  as  showing  some  irregu- 
larity, compared  with  7.8%  in  the  previous  year.

MISCELLANEOUS  SAMPLES 

In  addition  to  the  Food  and  Drug  Samples  three  other  type 
samples  were  submitted  for  examination  by  request.  Two  samples 
comprised  dusty  material  of  a commercial  chemical  nature  blowing 
into  a County  Council's  Old  People’s  Home  and  which  gave  rise  to 
a complaint.  The  third  sample  was  a home  perm  solution  suspected 
by  a doctor,  of  having  caused  the  illness  of  a woman  patient. 


The  average  composition  of  milk  samples  reported  to  be  genuine 
was  : — 

for  ordinary  standard  milk  (73  samples)

This  type  of  milk  commands  a higher  price  when  retailed  to  the 
public  and  is  sold  under  the  description  of  : — Channel  Island,  Jersey, 
Guernsey,  or  South  Devon  Milk. 

Milk  sold  under  any  of  these  descriptions  is  required  to  have  a 
fat  content  of  at  least  4.0%. 

In  this  area  milk  composition  is  generally  well  up  to  standard. 
Two  samples  were  unsatisfactory,  one  was  8%  dehcient  in  the  amount 
of  fat  required.  The  retailer  was  selling  some  milk  he  had  obtained 
from  a source  other  than  his  own  herd.  Previous  and  subsequent 
samples  from  this  source  were  satisfactory,  and  the  deficiency  was 
probably  due  to  inadequate  bulking  or  mixing  before  bottling. 

Another  sample  was  reported  to  be  deficient  in  solids  not  fat  to 
the  extent  of  1.5%.  Owing  to  souring  there  was  no  evidence  available 
to  indicate  whether  this  milk  was  a naturally  low  quality  milk  or 
whether  it  had  been  tampered  with  very  slightly. 

The  figure  obtained  for  fat  was  quite  good  and  three  subsequent 
samples  were  satisfactory.  Other  samples  taken  at  the  same  time  as 
the  low  sample  were  also  perfectly  satisfactory. 

OTHER  FOODS  (UNSATISFACTORY  SAMPLES) 

Rose  Hip  and  Orange  Syrup.  The  label  on  the  bottle  claimed  the 
presence  of  56  mgms.  Vit.  C per  fluid  oz.  The  analyst  only  found  37 
mgms. 

The  makers  were  contacted  and  they  were  amazed  to  learn  that 
this  commodity  was  still  available  since  they  stopped  production  in 
1956  and  called  in  all  known  stocks.  The  firm  agreed  to  collect  the 
stock  remaining  at  the  shop. 

Bitter  Orange  Drink.  The  label  claimed  50  mgms.  Vit.  C per 
fluid  oz.  Two  samples  taken  at  different  times  showed  41.5  and  39 
mgms.  respectively.  The  appearance  of  the  bottles  suggested  they 
had  been  stored  for  a long  time.  The  manufacturing  firm  was  con- 
tacted and  they  undertook  to  withdraw  all  stocks  remaining  at  the 
shop,  and  this  was  done. 

The  above  two  instances  are  good  examples  of  the  deterioration 
in  Vit.  C-  content  of  fluid  products  when  they  are  stored  for  lengthy 
periods. 
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Potassium  Chlorate  Tablets.  The  amount  permitted  by  the  British 
Pharmocopoeia  is  315  mgms.  of  Potassium  Chlorate  per  tablet.  The 
tablet  in  question  contained  328  mgms.  The  excess  was  small  and  not 
considered  to  be  of  any  serious  significance. 

The  stock  was  old  and  the  origin  doubtful,  and  the  vendor  agreed 
to  withdraw  the  small  remaining  stock  in  hand. 

Children’s  Diarrhoea  Mixture.  The  formula  given  on  the  label 
included  a claim  of  7.2%  chalk  content  while  analysis  showed  6.4% 
chalk. 

The  firm  was  contacted  and  they  pointed  out  the  difficulty  of 
obtaining  a uniform  content  in  each  bottle,  due  to  the  rapid  settlement 
of  chalk  during  the  filling  process. 

The  deficiency  was  not  of  a critical  nature  and  the  firm  was  en- 
deavouring to  obtain  uniformity  by  means  of  a high  speed  stirrer. 

Canned  Pork  (Danish).  The  meat  content  was  found  to  be  82% 
and  the  Analyst  considered  it  should  have  95%  meat. 

In  correspondence  with  the  Danish  Firm  they  claimed  that  analy- 
sis on  the  same  batch  did  in  fact  show  95%  meat.  There  are  no 
Statutory  Standards  for  this  commodity7  and  unless  a very  gross 
deficiency  was  found  it  would  be  difficult  to  take  action  on  the  basis 
of  Recommended  Standards. 

Condensed  Milk  (Dutch).  The  Condensed  Milk  Regulations  re- 
quires a total  milk  solids  content  of  31%.  Two  samples  examined 
showed  30.4%  and  30.66%  total  milk  solids.  The  Dutch  firm  was 
contacted  and  they  submitted  lists  of  analysees  of  all  batches  manu- 
factured by  the  firm  over  a period  of  months.  The  lists  purported  to 
show  the  product  did  reach  the  required  standard. 

As  the  deficiency  was  so  small  it  was  decided  to  leave  the  matter 
over  for  a period  and  then  resample. 

Single  Cream  Cheese.  Three  samples  of  Cream  Cheese  obtained 
on  different  occasions  from  the  same  source  had  the  following  milk 
fat  content  : — 37%,  39%  and  43.5%. 

Recommended  standards  suggest  the  cheese  should  contain  45% 
milk  fat,  but  in  the  absence  of  Statutory  Standards  it  was  felt  that 
it  would  be  impractical  to  take  a prosecution  on  the  basis  of  Recom- 
mended Standards,  unless  a very  gross  deficiency  was  found. 

Tonic  Elixir.  This  sample  showed  a slightly  higher  strychnine 
content  than  was  listed  on  the  label,  but  the  excess  had  no  real 
physiological  significance. 

A recheck  sample  was  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

Canned  Fruit.  Two  samples  of  canned  fruit  were  reported  to 
be  deficient  in  the  sucrose  content  of  the  syrup. 

There  is  no  Statutory  Standard  for  this  article  but  there  is  a Code 
of  Practice  agreed  to  by  the  Canners  Association.  Some  difficulty

arose  over  the  analysis  of  these  samples  and  there  was  some  difference 
of  opinion  between  analysts  as  to  what  was  the  original  syrup  strength 
used  in  the  canning. 

While  the  assessment  of  the  sugar  content  of  a sample  at  that 
particular  moment  is  a comparatively  easy  matter,  it  becomes  neces- 
sary to  make  various  adjustments  to  assess  what  the  sugar  content 
was  at  the  actual  time  of  canning.  These  adjustments  are  variable 
since  different  fruits  and  vegetables  have  a different  effect  on  the 
sugar  content. 

However,  the  analysts  got  together  and  with  the  aid  of  the  Chief 
Chemist  of  the  Canners  Research  Association  the  matter  has  now  been 
satisfactorily  settled  and  the  samples  passed  as  genuine. 

Tomato  Juice.  This  commodity  was  labelled  Tomato  Juice  but 
was  found  to  contain  added  sugar  and  salt,  therefore  it  was  necessary 
for  the  label  to  be  altered  to  draw  attention  to  these  additions  and 
this  has  been  done. 


COMPLAINT  SAMPLES 

Canned  Tomatoes.  A housewife  complained  the  tomatoes  had  a 
bitter  taste.  The  can  together  with  a duplicate  can  from  the  same 
source  was  submitted  to  the  Analyst  and  he  could  not  find  anything 
wrong  with  either  sample. 

Mouldy  Cornish  Pasty.  This  complaint  was  justified  as  visible 
moulds  were  present.  The  complainant  did  not  wish  for  legal  action 
as  the  vendor  had  only  just  taken  over  the  business. 

The  vendor  was  warned  and  advised  to  seek  help  from  the  firm 
supplying  him  with  his  stock,  with  regard  to  advice  on  length  and 
temperature  of  storage  of  cooked  meat  products. 

Portion  of  Cockroach  in  Bread  Loaf.  The  complaint  was  justi- 
fied, but  here  again  the  complainant  did  not  wish  to  be  involved  in 
legal  action. 

The  local  health  department  was  contacted  and  a visit  was  made 
to  the  bakery  under  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations.  Evidence  of 
cockroach  infestation  was  found  and  the  owner  undertook  to  call  in 
a specialist  firm  to  exterminate  the  pests. 

Fried  Chicken.  Two  youths  passing  through  the  district  com- 
plained they  had  been  served  with  cat,  rabbit  or  other  animal  in  place 
of  fried  chicken  asked  for  at  a Boston  Restaurant. 

They  produced  no  evidence  whatsoever  in  support  of  their  com- 
plaint. 

Visits  were  made  to  the  Restaurant  and  to  the  firm’s  factory 
where  the  Canned  Fried  Chicken  was  prepared. 

At  neither  place  was  any  evidence  available  to  support  the  alle- 
gation. 
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Prosecution.  A market  stall  fish  vendor  was  found  to  be  selling 
fillets  of  catfish  as  Halibut  fillets. 

The  vendor  was  fined  £20  and  £3  6s.  Od.  costs. 

THE  MILK  (SPECIAL  DESIGNATION)  REGULATIONS,  1963 

These  regulations  became  fully  operative  as  from  October  1st, 
1964  when  they  replaced  the  1960  regulations. 

The  changes  in  legislation  was  not  very  great. 

The  permitted  special  designations  for  milk  now  are  : — (a)  “ Pas- 
teurised ” (b)  “ Sterilised  ” (c)  “ Untreated  ” in  the  case  of  raw 
milk.  It  is  of  course  permissible  to  combine  these  designations  with 
the  description  “ Channel  Island  ” wherever  applicable. 

There  are  two  milk  pasteurising  premises  and  144  milk  dealers 
who  are  licenced  by  the  County  Council. 

Sampling  and  visits  are  carried  out  by  the  County  Health  In- 
spector. The  actual  testing  of  samples  is  carried  out  by  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory,  Lincoln. 

The  pasteurising  premises  are  regularly  visited  and  inspections  of 
plant,  heat  recorders,  etc.  are  made. 

Checks  are  also  made  on  the  cleanliness  of  bottles  and  churns. 
Whenever  milk  sample  failures  are  encountered  an  investigation  and 
re-sampling  is  carried  out. 

A total  of  492  samples  of  milk  were  submitted  for  the  appropriate 
test  to  be  made,  with  the  following  result.

BIOLOGICAL  CULTURAL  AND  OTHER  MILK  TESTS 

6 Samples  submitted  for  Tubercule  Bacilli  were  all  negative. 
124  Samples  submitted  for  Antibiotics,  3 were  positive. 

124  Samples  submitted  for  Brucellosis,  3 were  positive. 

In  the  case  of  positive  Antibiotics,  the  owner,  the  Milk  Marketing 
Board  and  the  Milk  Production  Officer  were  notified. 

In  the  case  of  Positive  Brucellosis,  the  District  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  and  the  Ministry  Veterinary  Surgeon  were  notified. 
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SCHOOLS 

Schools  and  school  meal  premises  are  visited  by  the  County 
Health  Inspector.  Sanitary  conditions  and  complaints  are  investigated 
and  infestations  by  rodents  or  insect  pests  are  dealt  with. 

Similar  attention  is  given  to  other  County  Council  property. 
SWIMMING  POOLS 

All  pools  used  by  school  pupils  are  visited  by  the  County  Health 
Inspector  who  examines  the  chlorine  content  of  the  water  on  the  spot 
and  takes  bacteriological  samples  of  water  which  he  submits  to  the 
Public  Health  Laboratory. 

Advice  on  pool  management  is  given  when  required.  During  the 
past  year  the  use  of  an  Algaecide  has  been  introduced  into  all  school 
private  swimming  pools.  This  is  a very  useful  adjunct  in  helping  to 
maintain  the  purity  of  a school  swimming  pool  water. 

At  the  present  time  there  are  2 municipal  swimming  pools  and  9 
school  private  pools  and  it  seems  likely  there  will  be  an  increase  in 
the  numbers  of  the  latter  during  the  coming  season.

EAST  LINCOLNSHIRE  WATER  BOARD 

(Boston  Borough  and  Parts  of  the  Parishes  of  Fishtoft  and 
Brothertoft.) 

(a)  Supply 

By  co-operation  with  the  South  Lincolnshire  Water  Board  an 
adequate  supply  of  water  has  been  maintained  throughout  the  area 
of  supply,  although  water  pressures  in  parts  of  the  area  are  sub-stan- 
dard during  periods  of  “ peak  demand 

The  construction  of  the  long  awaited  300,000  gallon  water  tower 
100  ft.  high  on  a site  in  Garfit’s  Lane,  off  London  Road,  Boston,  is 
scheduled  for  commencement  during  the  Spring  and  Summer  of  1965. 
It  is  hoped  that  the  tower  will  be  available  for  use  for  the  summer  of 
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1966  665  million  gallons  were  supplied  of  which  465  million  gallon^ 

came  from  the  Board’s  own  sources  of  supply  at  Revesby  Fordmgton 
and  Driby  and  200  million  gallons  in  bulk  from  the  SouLi  Lincolnshire 
Water  Board  at  delivery  points  London  Road,  Wyberton  Low  Road 

and  Fishtoft  Road. 

Domestic  and  trade  consumption  (including  waste)  over  the  area 
of  supply,  with  a water  population  estimated  at  30,500,  averaged  36 
and  23.5  gallons /head /day  respectively,  an  increase  of  5 gallons/ 
head /day  on  1963. 

(b)  Works 

The  Board’s  Works  at  Revesby,  Fordington  and  Horncastle  Road, 
Boston  have  been  maintained  in  good  condition. 

(c)  Quality  of  Water 

Regular  samples  have  been  taken  for  chemical  and  bacteriological 
analysis  by  members  of  the  Board’s  staff  at  the  sources  and  from  the 
town’s  mains  and  no  adverse  report  on  “ treated  ” water  has  been 

received. 

In  addition,  regular  sampling  has  been  undertaken  by  the  Public 
Health  Department. 

Routine  flushing  of  mains,  particularly  at  “ dead  ends  ” is  un- 
dertaken, or  when  complaints  of  discolouration  are  received.

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SOUTH  LINCOLNSHIRE  WATER  BOARD 

The  water  supply  service  over  the  whole  of  the  area  controlled 
by  the  South  Lincolnshire  Water  Board  for  the  year  under  review 
proceeded  satisfactorily  and  no  restrictions  were  applied. 

One  factor  which  engaged  the  attention  of  the  Board  and  its 
officers  was  the  declining  water  levels  in  many  of  the  Board’s  sources. 
Whereas  the  prior  constituent  authorities  were  able  to  rely  on  artesian 
pressures  the  Board  soon  discovered  that  this  reliance  could  not  be 
continued  and  steps  were  taken  to  install  submersible  borehole  pumps 
to  lift  the  water  which  previously  had  risen  to  the  suction  tanks  on  its 
own  artesian  pressure. 

In  addition  extra  lengths  of  rising  main  were  obtained  to  enable 
the  pumps  to  be  lowered  still  further  in  the  event  of  continued  declining 
water  levels. 


Investigations  have  also  been  carried  out  in  pursuance  of  new 
sources  and  contracts  entered  into  for  boring  operations  at  Aslackby 
and  Rippingale.  It  was  expected  this  work  would  be  carried  out  in 
1965  with  the  prospect  of  increasing  the  availability  of  water  to  an 
additional  6 million  gallons  per  day. 

The  distribution  of  water  over  a larger  area  depends  not  only  on 
source  availability  but  also  on  mains  carrying  capacity.  For  some 
years  the  trunk  mains  between  Bourne  and  Spalding  have  been  the 
limiting  factor  and  have  been  subjected  to  their  maximum  loading 
capacity.  As  an  interim  measure  to  increase  that  capacity  an  inter- 
mediate booster  station  was  planned  on  the  route  of  this  major  trunk 
line  and  it  was  expected  that  this  work  would  be  carried  out  in  1965. 

The  total  quantity  of  water  abstracted  from  the  three  sources  to 
supply  that  part  of  the  Board’s  area  within  the  Holland  Division  of 
Lincolnshire  including  a bulk  supply  to  the  Borough  of  Boston  and

The  analysts  report  in  each  case  stated  the  samples  were  clear 
and  bright  in  appearance,  neutral  in  reaction  and  free  from  metals 
apart  from  a negligible  trace  of  iron. 

The  water  is  hard  in  character  but  not  excessively  so  and  con- 
tains no  excess  of  mineral  constituents  and  is  of  a very  satisfactory 
organic  quality. 

From  the  aspect  of  the  chemical  analyses  these  results  are  indica- 
tive of  a pure  and  wholesome  water  suitable  for  public  supply  pur- 
poses. 

The  policy  of  mains  extensions  has  continued  in  order  to  meet 
continuing  demands  and  also  to  reinforce  the  reticulation  system.

Major  policies  are  being  examined  to  ensure  a continuous  supply 
of  water  with  adequate  safeguards  to  meet  any  possible  contingency. 
In  an  area  committed  to  intensive  agricultural  and  horticultural  oper- 
ations with  the  concomitant  industrial  requirements  there  can  be 
created  demands  that  are  widely  fluctuating  according  to  weather  con- 
ditions and  other  unforeseeable  factors.  Such  safeguards  therefore 
have  to  be  of  wider  dimensions  to  meet  such  demands. 

Continuous  investigations  are  being  pursued  in  an  endeavour  to 
fulfil  these  obligations. 
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SEWERAGE— IMPROVEMENTS  IN  1964 


BOSTON  BOROUGH 

Work  has  proceeded  on  Stage  III  of  the  West  Side  Sewerage 
Scheme  covering  the  districts  round  Sleaford  Road,  Woodville  Road 
and  Fenside  Road  and  the  contract  is  approximately  two-thirds  com- 
plete. 

BOSTON  RURAL 

Freiston  and  Butterwick  and  Extensions  in  Fishtoft  and  Wyber- 
ton  Sewerage  Scheme.  After  3 years  construction  approximately  96% 
of  the  sewers  have  been  laid.  The  lengths  laid  since  the  last  report 
are  as  follows  : — 

(a)  Fishtoft — Whitehouse  Lane  and  part  of  Fishtoft  Road. 

(b)  Butterwick — Brands  End  Road,  Wainfleet  Road,  Sea  Lane, 

Watery  Lane  and  Butterwick  Road. 

(c)  Wyberton — Low  Road  and  Church  Road. 

Five  pumping  stations  have  been  put  into  operation  and  the  filter 
beds,  sludge  drying  beds  and  humus  tanks  at  Fishtoft  Sewage  Disposal 
Works  have  been  completed. 

Connections  can  now  be  made  to  the  sewers  as  follows  : — 

Fishtoft — Pilleys  Lane,  Sibsey  Road,  Wainfleet  Road,  Toot  Lane, 
Woodthorpe  Avenue  and  Rochford  Tower  Lane. 

Freiston— Hilldyke  Road,  Church  Road,  Priory  Road,  Wainfleet 
Road,  Park  Road  and  Foxhole  Lane. 

Butterwick — Mill  Lane. 

Wyberton — Tytton  Lane  West,  West  End  Road,  Causeway 
(North  End)  and  Ralph’s  Lane. 

Old  Leake  Sewerage  Scheme.  This  scheme  is  now  in  operation 
and  the  Council’s  estate  has  been  connected. 

Swineshead  Sewerage  Scheme.  This  scheme  was  commenced  on 
the  1st  September  and  41%  of  the  main  sewers  have  been  laid  to  date 
as  follows  : —

The  main  sewage  disposal  schemes  for  the  villages  of  Donington 
and  Gosberton  were  completed  during  the  year. 

In  addition  new  sewers  and  sewage  disposal  works  were  provided 
for  the  Council  Houses  at  Westhorpe  Road,  Gosberton  and  Campians 
Lane,  Deeping  St.  Nicholas  and  the  capacity  of  the  existing  sewage 
disposal  works  at  Earlsfield,  Moulton  Seas  End  was  increased  to  deal 
with  the  additional  flow  from  the  new  bungalows.

County  Welfare  Officer’s  Report  as  follows  : — 

WELFARE  OF  THE  DISABLED.  The  services  provided  for  the 
physically  disabled  in  conjunction  with  the  Holland  Society  for  the 
Disabled  have  followed  the  pattern  of  previous  years  and  continue  to 
expand.  This  is  reflected  in  the  fact  that  the  register  of  disabled  per- 
sons now  contains  635  names  as  compared  with  549  last  year.  The 
following  is  a summary  of  the  register  analysed  in  accordance  with  the 
formula  prescribed  by  the  Medical  Research  Council  : —

During  the  year  the  staff  of  the  Welfare  Department  has  strength- 
ened by  the  appointment  of  a qualified  social  worker  specifically  for 
work  amongst  the  disabled.  The  craft  teaching  staff  has  also  increased 
from  3 to  4.  These  teachers  give  domiciliary  instruction  of  crafts  to 
the  disabled  and  also  take  classes  at  the  Cheshire  Foundation  Home 
at  Fleet.  During  the  year  their  work  has  been  extended  to  include 
the  old  people’s  homes  with  marked  success. 

Through  its  Local  Committees  the  Holland  Society  for  the  Dis- 
abled provides  social  services  which  include  clubs,  social  activities, 
outings,  etc.  The  Society  possesses  an  extensive  stock  of  aids  which 
are  loaned  to  the  disabled  for  a small  fee  or  free  of  charge  in  neces- 
sitous cases.  Three  part-time  social  workers  are  employed  who  work 
in  close  co-operation  with  the  new  social  worker  in  the  Welfare  De- 
partment. Publicity  for  all  these  services  has  been  obtained  at  a 
number  of  agricultural  shows  and  exhibitions. 

WELFARE  OF  THE  BLIND. 

(a)  Blind  Register.  The  number  on  the  blind  register  at  31st  Decem- 
ber, 1964  was  177,  ten  more  than  the  previous  year.  30  new 
cases  were  registered  during  the  year,  the  majority  of  whom  were 
over  70  years  of  age.  There  were  three  transfers  into  the  area 
and  three  out  of  the  area,  one  case  was  decertified  and  there  were 
15  deaths. 

(b)  Partially  Sighted  Register.  The  number  on  the  Partially  Sighted 
Register  on  the  31st  December,  1964  was  52,  an  increase  of  one 
over  the  previous  year.  Of  these  26  were  men  and  26  were 
women,  4 new  cases  were  registered  during  the  year,  1 trans- 
ferred out  of  the  area  and  2 deaths. 

(c)  Children.  The  Blind  Register  includes  10  children.  2 girls  are 
in  special  schools,  1 boy  in  the  Sunshine  Home  at  East  Grinstead, 
1 boy  in  a psychiatric  hospital  and  another  in  the  training  centre 
of  the  Royal  Normal  College  for  the  Blind,  Shropshire.  There 
are  also  3 boys  and  2 girls  under  school  age  who  are  residing  with 
their  parents. 

(d)  Boston  3C  Holland  Blind  Society.  The  Boston  and  Holland  Blind 
Society  act  as  the  agent  of  the  County  Council  in  the  adminis- 
tration of  the  domiciliary  welfare  services  for  the  blind  and  close 
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co-operation  is  always  maintained  between  the  Secretary  of  the 
Blind  Society  and  the  stall’  of  the  Welfare  Department.  Included 
in  the  establishment  of  the  Welfare  Department  are  two  home 
teachers  for  the  blind,  but  one  of  these  posts,  vacant  since  1963, 
has  now  been  filled.  Notwithstanding  that  serious  depletion  of 
staff  the  services  for  the  blind  have  been  maintained  at  a very 
high  standard.  The  Society  own  and  administer  a small  home 
for  16  blind  women  of  all  ages.  This  home  makes  a very  useful 
contribution  towards  meeting  the  needs  of  blind  women  requiring 
residential  care.  The  Society  makes  numerous  grants  to  necessi- 
tous blind  from  their  own  funds  (both  in  cash  and  kind)  to 
supplement  National  Assistance  and  other  statutory  grants. 

WELFARE  OF  THE  ELDERLY 

(a)  Old  People’s  Homes.  The  new  purpose  built  home  in  Boston 
which  was  mentioned  in  the  report  for  last  year  was  completed 
and  opened  in  November,  1964.  This  home  (Ingelow  Manor) 
provides  accommodation  for  40  residents  of  both  sexes,  a large 
proportion  in  single  rooms  ; there  are  a number  of  double  rooms 
and  2 four-bedded  rooms. 

Bank  House,  Gosberton  has  remained  closed  throughout  the  year 
for  modernisation  and  extension.  The  opening  of  Ingelow  Manor 
made  it  possible  to  remove  a further  16  people  from  the  “ joint 
user  ” establishment.  Pinchbeck  Road  Hospital,  Spalding.  By 
the  end  of  the  year  the  accommodation  used  by  the  Welfare  Com- 
mittee comprised  : — 

Adapted  properties  (4)  164  beds 

Purpose  built  homes  (3)  120  beds 

“ Joint  user  ” establishment  20  beds 
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(b)  Grouped  Bungalow  Schemes.  During  the  year  under  review  no 
new  schemes  of  grouped  bungalows  specially  designed  for  the 
housing  of  the  elderly  were  submitted  by  the  Housing  Authori- 
ties, but  progress  was  made  in  the  building  of  a group  of  13 
bungalows  and  a block  of  16  flatlets  at  Pinchbeck  to  which  refer- 
ence was  made  in  the  last  report  and  which  should  be  ready  for 
occupation  by  the  early  autumn  of  1965.  The  number  of  bunga- 
lows in  use  therefore  remains  unchanged  viz  : — 

Borough  of  Boston — Comprehensive  scheme  20  bungalows. 

East  Elloe  R.D.C. — Comprehensive  scheme  18  bungalows. 

Spalding  R.D.C. — Modified  schemes  73  bungalows. 
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MEALS  ON  WHEELS  SERVICE. 

This  extremely  useful  domiciliary  supporting  service  to  enable  the 
elderly  and  disabled  to  continue  to  live  in  their  own  homes  was  ex- 
tended to  the  Donington  and  Gosberton  areas  during  the  year  under  re- 
view, catering  for  a further  30  persons.  This  made  a total  of  nine 
schemes  covering  the  majority  of  the  centres  of  population  in  the 
county  and  catering  for  about  200  people.  The  meals  are  served  on 
Tuesdays  and  Thursdays  of  each  week  and  are  supplied  exclusively  by 
the  school  meals  service  which  means  that  during  the  school  holidays 
the  scheme  has  to  be  suspended  except  in  a few  areas  where  the  school 
meals  staff  work  voluntarily.  It  was  possible  to  maintain  the  service 
in  the  Boston  area  during  the  summer  vacation  by  using  a local  caterer. 
The  total  number  of  meals  served  during  the  year  was  17,950,  an 
increase  of  5,000  over  the  past  year.  During  the  year  arrangements 
were  put  in  hand  for  further  extensions  to  the  scheme. 

PROBLEM  AND  HOMELESS  FAMILIES. 

The  problem  families  scheme  which  is  administered  by  means  of 
close  liaison  between  the  Health,  Children’s  and  Welfare  Departments 
with  the  various  Housing  Authorities  has  continued  to  assist  a number 
of  " difficult  ” and  *'  problem  ” families  with  the  result  that  several 
families  who  would  otherwise  find  themselves  homeless  and  most 
probably  compelled  to  seek  residential  care  have  been  maintained  in 
the  independence  of  their  own  homes.  There  is  no  doubt  that  the 
time  and  care  which  is  devoted  to  this  service  by  numerous  social 
welfare  officers  is  worth  while  in  that  it  preserves  the  home  life  of  the 
family  and  saves  considerable  expense  to  the  Authorities.
